Girl, father

When their i3th-floor apartment began to 
shake, Alberto Rozas pulled his y-year-old 
daughter into the bathroom doorway and 
waited for it to stop. 

Instead, they fell. 

Thirteen stories they plummeted as their 
brand-new apartment building toppled like 
a felled tree, hugging each other all the way 
down. 

Rozas had no idea which way was up until 
he looked through his apartment’s shattered 
window and spotted light— “the light of the 
full moon.” 

Rozas and his daughter, Fernanda, clambered 
up and to safety with nothing more than a few 
cuts, scrapes and bruises. 

“The earthquake and the fall were one single, 
horrible thing,” Rozas told The Associated Press 
on Sunday “I held onto her and she never let me 

go’’ 

Rozas’ neighbors who lived on the other side 
of the hall found themselves trapped beneath 
the structure, as rescuers painstakingly used 
electric saws and a generator-powered hammer 
to cut into the concrete. 

“We don’t have any listening devices or cam- 
eras,” said Ian Argo, a firefighter commander. 

As of Sunday, 23 people had been pulled 
alive from the 15-story Rio Alta building and 
seven bodies had been removed. An estimated 
60 people remained trapped inside Sunday 


Chile’s president sent the army to help police 
combat looting Sunday and appealed for 
international help in the wake of an earth- 
quake that shattered cities and killed at least 
708 people. 

President Michelle Bachelet announced 
the sharply higher new death toll after a six- 
hour meeting with aides and emergency offi- 
cials struggling to cope with one of the most 
powerful earthquakes in centuries. 

“We face a catastrophe of such unthink- 
able magnitude that it will require a giant 
effort” for Chile to recover, Bachelet told 
a news conference at the presidential pal- 
ace, which itself suffered minor cracks in 
Saturday’s magnitude- 8. 8 quake. 

She said a growing number of people were 
listed as missing and she signed a decree giv- 
ing the military over security in the province 
of Concepcion, where looters have pillaged 
supermarkets, gas stations, pharmacies and 
banks. 

The president, who leaves office March ii, 
also said the country would accept some of the 
offers of aid that have poured in from around

the world. 

She said the country needs field hospitals 
and temporary bridges, water purification 
plants and damage assessment experts — as well

Officials earlier had said about 300 peo- 
ple were known dead, with 500,000 homes 
severely damaged.

Robert Williams, a geophysicist at the U.S. 
Geological Survey, said the Chilean quake 
was hundreds of times more powerful than 
Haiti’s magnitude-7 quake, though it was 
deeper and cost far fewer lives. 

The largest earthquake ever recorded 
struck the same area of Chile on May 22, 
1960. The magnitude-9.5 quake killed 
1,655 people and made 2 million homeless. 
Saturday’s quake matched a 1906 temblor 
off the Ecuadorean coast as the seventh- 
strongest ever recorded in the world. 

across the Pacific, killing several people on a 
Chilean island and devastating coastal com- 
munities near the epicenter. However, it 
caused little damage in other countries, after 
precautionary evacuations of hundreds of 
thousands of people. The tsunami warning 
was lifted a day after the earthquake. 

The surge of water raced across the Pacific, 
setting off alarm sirens in Hawaii, Polynesia and 
Tonga, but the tsunami waves proved small and 
did little damage as they reached as far as Japan. 


Tsunami swats 
island nations 

A tsunami that raced across the Pacific swiped 
island nations and Asian coasts lightly Sunday, 
proving to be more spectacle than destructive 
force for communities that had hours to pre- 
pare after Chile’s devastating earthquake. 

Hundreds of thousands of people fled 
shorelines for higher ground after the Pacific 
Tsunami Warning Center in Hawaii warned 
53 nations and territories that a tsunami had 
been generated by Saturday’s magnitude- 8. 8 
earthquake. After the center lifted its warning, 
some countries kept their own watches in place 
as a precaution. 

In Japan, the biggest wave hit the northern 
island of Hokkaido. There were no immedi- 
ate reports of damage from the 4-foot wave, 
though some piers briefly were flooded.

A 40 -year-old veteran SeaWorld Orlando 
trainer whose late father was a Chicago 
union leader was remembered Sunday dur- 
ing her wake as a kind woman who loved her 
job. 

Dawn Brancheau “was like the sweetest 
lady ever,” said Chelsea Jones, 20, who is the 
best friend of Brancheau’s niece, Melissa 
Klages. 

Aline inside the St. Rita of Cascia Shrine 
Chapel on the Southwest Side went around 
the church into the lobby, as dozens of peo- 
ple waited to pay their respects. The family 
requested that no media be inside the chapel 
or on the church grounds. 

Don Rodi, 72, who grew up with 
Brancheau’s mother, Marion, said Brancheau 
died doing what she loved. 

“This is what she wanted to do,” Rodi said 
outside the chapel. “It’s a terrible thing that 



happened.” 

Brancheau, 40, was born in south sub- 
urban Evergreen Park but raised in Cedar 
Lake, Ind., the youngest of six children. A 
1987 graduate of Andrean High School in 
Merrillville, Ind., a Catholic school where 
she was student body president, Brancheau 
later earned psychology and biology degrees 
from the University of South Carolina, 
according to relatives and the Blake-Lamb 
Funeral Home in Oak Lawn. 


In college Brancheau was active on the 
dance team and a member of the Alpha 
Delta Pi sorority 

Brancheau was killed Feb. 24 when 
Tillikum, a 12,0 00 -pound killer whale, 
pulled her into a tank of water by her pony- 
tail as at least two dozen tourists watched 
in horror. The incident happened near the 
end of a session with Tillikum, the largest 
whale in SeaWorld’s collection that has been 
involved in two other deaths. 

The killer whale was blamed for the 
drowning of a trainer in 1991 while per- 
forming at Sealand of the Pacific in British 
Columbia. Sold to SeaWorld in 1992, 
Tillikum was found with a naked man on 
his back in July 1999. The man, a trespass- 
er, most likely drowned, but it appeared 
Tillikum bit the man, authorities found. 

SeaWorld officials say they plan to keep 
Tillikum.

That did it for the more reserved 
National Weather Service, which 
accused the for-profit forecasters 
of overhyping to the point of incit- 
ing panic. The Weather Channel, an 
Accu Weather competitor, also took 
issue with the word. 

As “snowicane” foreshadowed 
impending wind-and-snow doom 
Wednesday on Accu Weather’s Web 
site. National Weather Service mete- 
orologist Craig Evanego said the fed- 
eral forecasters were taking a more 
measured approach, because the 
storm hadn’t yet fully formed. 

“It’s almost inciting the public, 
inciting panic,” Evanego said of 
Accu Weather’s terminology 

His weather service colleague, 
meteorologist Roy Miller in 
Mount Holly, N.J., put it bluntly 
to The Morning Call newspaper in 
Allentown, Pa. 

“It’s not responsible to be putting 
out things like this,” he said. 

The newspaper called the brouhaha 
a “meteorologist smackdown.”

BUT NOT WITHOUT A FIGHT FROM U.S. 


VANCOUVER, British Columbia The Red Sea didn’t part Sunday afternoon. It rose 
in a great wave of national elation. 

The instant Sidney Crosby’s overtime shot slipped between Ryan Miller’s 
magic pads and into Canadian hockey lore Sunday afternoon, an arena— and, 
beyond it, a hockey-crazed city and nation— erupted in ruby-tinged joy after 
Canada’s 3-2 win over the U.S. in hockey’s gold medal game. 

The noise inside at Canada Hockey Place, and the festivities outside, like-

rapidly improving Americans very nearly beat 
the Canadians at their own game on their 
home soil. 

Playing cautiously with the one-goal lead it 
had held for nearly 35 minutes, Canada surren- 
dered the tying goal with just 24.4 seconds left 
in regulation. 

Zach Parise took a puck that had bounded 
off captain Jamie Langenbrunner’s skate and 
pushed it past Roberto Luongo. 

Then, nearly eight minutes into overtime, 
with Miller, who would be named the tour- 
nament’s MVP, standing on his head against 
relentless Canadian pressure, Iginla got the 
puck in the corner to the hot goalie’s right. 

With defensemen bearing down, Iginla 
flashed a pass to Crosby, the successor to 
Gordie Howe and Wayne Gretzky, both of 
whom were in attendance, as Canadian hock- 
ey’s greatest active hero. 

The Pittsburgh Penguins superstar 
unleashed a bullet that found the U.S. goalie’s 


five-hole. 

With 18,000 -plus fans screaming, flashbulbs 
popping, a horn bellowing, the PA. system 
blaring a Journey tune and his teammates rac- 
ing to join him, Crosby flung away his gloves, 
tossed his mouthpiece, raised his arms and 
began a series of joyous bear hugs that went on 
for more than five minutes. 

“I remember calling for the puck from Iggy,” 
the 22-year-old Crosby said, “and he kind of 
poked it to me. I just shot it. I didn’t really even 
look. I just kind of threw it on the net.” 

Meanwhile, suddenly silver medalists, the 
Americans dropped dejectedly to their knees 
or leaned against their sticks as, after their first 
defeat in six Olympic contests, they watched 
a team they had defeated a week earlier cel- 
ebrate. 

“We beat them the first time we faced them 
and we took them to overtime today,” Parise 
said. “This is going to sting for a couple of 
weeks. But we’ll get over it and realize that we

have a lot to be proud of. Nobody gave us 
a chance coming in. And we were a blink 
away from the gold medal.” 

That gold medal gave Canada 14 of 
them in these Olympics, while the silver 
medal raised the U.S.’ final overall count 
to 37, both Winter Games records. 

Buoyed by the emotional crowd, the 
Canadians led by i-o thanks to a first- 
period goal by Jonathan Toews, on an 
assist from Mike Richards. 

It was the first goal Miller had allowed 
in the Olympics in 124 minutes, 38 sec- 
onds. 

Canada made it 2-0 when Corey Perry 
pumped in a rebound 7:13 into the sec- 
ond period. But Ryan Kesler’s tip-in 
5 1/2 minutes later— which precipitated 
an NBA-like leap by the goal-scorer— got 
the Americans to within 2-1. 

That’s where it stayed until Parise’s 
late score forced overtime. 


“The thing about overtime is that 
anything can happen,” Toews said. 
“One bad bounce and we could be on 
the other end of this thing. Those were 
two teams giving it everything they had 
out there, both of them trying to get the 
gold medal they came here for.”

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Peavy: Get Gonzalez 

New White Sox ace makes pitch to bring his former teammate to Chicago 

GLENDALE, Ariz. Persistent White Sox general manager Ken 
Williams succeeded in landing Jake Peavy in July, and he has 
embarked on some groundwork to land another All-Star 
player from San Diego. 

On Sunday Peavy confirmed that Williams had asked him 
last winter about Adrian Gonzalez, and Peavy gave Williams 
a ringing endorsement of the left-handed-hitting first base- 
man who would fortify the Sox’s predominantly right-hand- 
ed-hitting lineup. “Obviously, I said we need to get this guy,” 

Peavy said. “This guy can blink his eyes and hit 40 home runs 
in our park.” 

The price for Gonzalez, 27, could be higher than it was for 
Peavy, who commanded four pitching prospects. Gonzalez 
won’t become a free agent until after the 2011 season. He has 
averaged 32 home runs and 100 RBIs in his four seasons with 
San Diego and won Gold Glove Awards in 2008 and 2009. 

The Sox have earmarked $41.5 million to four players for 
2012— the first year of Gonzalez’s free agency But the Red 
Sox are believed to be the favorite to land Gonzalez because 
of their deeper financial reservoirs. 

Gonzalez easily could exceed the $16 million annual aver- 
age salary Peavy will earn with the White Sox over the next 
three seasons. Gonzalez will earn $4.75 million in 2010 with 
a club option for $5.5 million in 2011. 

Nevertheless, Gonzalez remains intriguing to the Sox, as 
Paul Konerko’s contract expires after this season. At SoxFest 
in late January, Williams was asked by a fan about the team’s 
reported interest in Gonzalez, and Williams replied he has 
inquired about virtually every All- Star-caliber player. 

‘Adrian wants to win, I can tell you that,” said Peavy, who 
first expressed his involvement to CBS Sportsline. “If it 
means leaving San Diego, he won’t think twice about doing 
that. I can promise you that.”

LEE NOT SWEATING END OF CONTRACT 

MESA, Ariz. The last time Derrek Lee was up for a new 
contract, he signed a five-year extension at the outset 
of the 2006 season and suffered a wrist injury a couple 
of weeks later. Now Lee is in no hurry to get a deal done 
before he enters his second “walk” year as a member of 
the Cubs, confident he’ll put up the kind of numbers that 
will make him a coveted free agent in November. 

Lee still wants to end his career as a Cub, and the Cubs 
still want him back. But there will be no negotiations this 
spring and probably not any during the season. Unlike last 
time, there’s no guarantee Lee will be back. 

“I’d like to [retire as a Cub], but if it doesn’t happen, I 
understand that also,” Lee said. “It’s really not a big issue.”

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SOME CHICAGOANS COMMITTED TO NOT 
GETTING HITCHED, LIVING THEIR OWN WAY

Vivian Sakellariou never was that girl. That 
girl who ripped pages out of bridal magazines, 
mapped out her honeymoon or dreamed about 
the frilly dress she'd wear down the aisle at her 
wedding one day 

“It's never been an important thing for me,” 
said Sakellariou, a 34-year-old artist who lives 
in Albany Park, “It's never stood out or been 
something I've been solely looking for or want- 
ing to accomplish in my life,” 

As those over-the -holidays engagements 
sink in and “save the date” notices start to pile 
up in mailboxes across the city this month, 
some Chicagoans have plunged into the dat- 
ing and relationships game saying they have 
no intention to get hitched anytime soon— 
or ever, in some cases. The minority position 
presents challenges for heterosexual daters 
who say wedding bands be damned, especially 
as the national debate over marriage rights 
plays out across the country 

Consider the dating pool. The majority of 
unmarried people 18 to 25—85 percent— say 
they definitely or probably want to get mar- 
ried, according to a 2007 Pew Research Center 
survey, the most recent data available. Only 
12 percent say they probably or definitely don't 
want to tie the knot. 

Finding a like-minded mate can be a chal- 
lenge for daters trolling a singles scene where 
the cards are stacked against them. Dating ser- 
vices also aren't much help. While some dating 
sites find matches for wealthy singles, single 
parents or based on religion or ethnicity, it's 
tough to find a dating service for singles who 
want to avoid marriage. 

But deciding not to marry is not as unusual as 
some might suspect, relationship experts said. 


“I'm seeing it more and more often with cli- 
ents,” said Charlene Krombeen, a psychother- 
apist in the Loop, Clients who have made the 
decision not to marry tend to be in their late 
30s and older, she said, while younger clients 
are trying to figure out whether they want to 
marry now or wait, 

“I don't think people talk about it a whole 
lot because they feel isolated or they feel dif- 
ferent because everybody else seems to want 
that,” Krombeen said. 

About 51 percent of people ages 18 to 39 have 
never been married, according to 2009 Census 
data, which is roughly consistent with 2008, 
Tom Giesler, 38, a nurse who lives in Oak Park, 
said he's not anti-marriage, he simply never had 
an interest in getting married, “I do like having a 
lot of time to myself and solitude and you can't 
really have that in a marriage,” he said. 

People a lot of times keep their personal 
decision to themselves because they might feel 
judged for their choice, Krombeen said, “The 
stereotype is one of, ‘Oh, there's something 
wrong with you if you don't want to be mar- 
ried or you're not married,' ” she said. 

Singles said they have felt ostracized because 
of their marital status, said Nicky Grist, execu- 
tive director of the Alternatives to Marriage 
Project, a nonprofit organization based in New 
York that advocates for equality and fairness 
for unmarried people. 

In an ongoing survey on the organization's 
Web site. Grist said, singles reported percep- 
tions of feeling they may have lost friends over 
their decision not to marry Survey results also 
showed singles said they were told they're 
weird and that their unmarried relationships 
are not as serious as marriages. Grist said. 
Many unmarried couples “actually see them- 
selves as being more responsible and commit-

Troy Polinsky has no plans of marrying or 
having children with his girlfriend of five years, 
“Neither of us think about it that much. We have 
our life, We're happy” said Polinsky, 40, who owns 
a home in Uptown with his girlfriend, “In our 
minds, we’re together for the long haul,” 

Even though their parents have dropped 
subtle hints about marriage, Polinsky said he 
and his girlfriend decided it’s not for them, 
right now at least. What may change their 
minds is if one of them lost his or her job and 
needed health-care benefits, he said. 

Still, they are put off by how weddings have 
become a huge industry, he said, 

“What’s the big deal? You go and have a cer- 
emony and spend a bunch of money on a haU 
and dress and sign a piece of paper,” Polinsky 
said, “Guess what, %u’re doing the same thing 
as you did yesterday” 

Certainly, marriage affords some legal pro- 
tections, such as tax and insurance benefits, 
and medical visitation, said Elizabeth Aloni, 


relationship coach of ejoycoachlng.com. But 
singles should be honest with themselves and 
their partners about whether marriage is right 
for them, she said, 

“Ask yourself, ‘Why do I want to get mar- 
ried?’ and it shouldn’t be, ‘So I won’t be lonely’ 
because you can be very lonely in a marriage,” 
Aloni said, 

Jen Napier, 35, said she feels as though she 
would be missing out if she weren’t married to 
her husband of three years,

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Green does 
it his way 

Tom Green must get asked “Where have you been?” pretty 
often, because the former MTV talk show host answered 
the question without much prompting during our lunch 
Friday 

“Whether or not Fm in the face of the main- 
stream the last five years, Fve been consis- 
tendy working,” said Green as we sat in The 
3rd Coast Cafe (1260 N, Dearborn St,). 

“Fve done one or two movies a year. Not 
big mainstream movies, but ids work, Fve 
been keeping busy,” 

While Green is best known for his 
off-the-wall comedy, in person, the 
Ottawa native is surprisingly seri- 
ous, Well, serious for someone who 
wrapped himself in a deer carcass in 
“Freddy Got Fingered,” 

Now 38, Green is focused on his stand-up career— he per- 
formed at the Zanies Comedy Club in Chicago, St, Charles 
and Vernon Hills last week— and his online talk show, “Tom 
Green’s House Tonight,” on tomgreenxom. According to 
Green, the show averages 2,5 million views per episode, 

“Tonight,” which is filmed in the studio Green built in 
his L,A, home, has featured guests such as Jimmy Kimmel, 

Kathy Griffin and the always-charming Flavor Flav 
“I don’t have to worry about the ratings or getting can- 
celed,” Green said, “That’s not how I want to live, I got 
into comedy because I didn’t want a boss telling me what 
to do. Financially Fm doing better than I did on MTV” 

“The Tom Green Show” was a ratings hit for MTV 
but ended production when Green had to be treated for 
testicular cancer. He returned to MTV in 2003 to host 
a short-lived late-night talk show, “The New Tom Green 
Show” 

“Fm not sure why we stopped doing it; the rat- 
ings were good for that time slot,” he said, “Maybe it’s 
because, at the time, MTV really liked to control every 
word said on the air, A daily talk show may have been a 
little too much for them to control. But Fm very grateful 
to MTV, I have nothing bad to say about them besides ‘Hey 
why did you take my show off the air?”’ 

After a few more U,S, dates. Green’s stand-up tour will take him to 
Australia, Sweden, Finland, Norway and Denmark, He describes his set 
as “aggressive” (“I don’t just stand up there and tell jokes”) but admitted 
stand-up can be nerve-wracking at times, 

“The audience will let you know if they’re not feeling it. As Steve 
Martin says, it’s the ego’s last stand,”
